S-ors, but of Engliſh Mcn infuſing eternal 

(_avils iato the Heads of the ignorant Com- 
mon- People of Scotland. 

The next Article is the Exciſe, wherein 
the poor Scors People allarm themſclyes with 
Notions, that the ſmall Ale ſold there at 
1d. the Choppin or Apgliſh Quart, by Re- 
tail, ſhall be cax'd after the Union, <qual- 
ly with the Engliſb Beer or Ale ſuld for 
2 d. and 4 & a Quart. 

By my Calculation the State of this Diſ- 
pute lies thus, and Idoubt not, will admit 
of a fair Explanation before the Union is 
concluded. 

The Engliſh Bzer and Ale is ſold to the 
Retailer from 20 to 25 9, per Barrel of 36 


Gallons, tho' gaugd in the Tax at 34,whie 
is {0 much Loſs to the Brewer. 

The (mall Beer is ſold at 1o to 12 5. the 
ſame Barrel, and England knows nv Sorts- 
between theſe two, nor is there any Rate- 
of Exciſe between them, the one paying - 
4 5. 9d. the other 15. 3& per Barrel, re- 
bating for Leakage two Barrels and a halt. 
in 23. 

To bring this to a Proportion, I make it 
out, that the two-penny Ale, as they call it 
in Scotland, is fold for very little, if any 
thing, more than our ſmall Beer, and can 
be rated atvery little more than the Exciſe 
ot ſmall RKeer. 

The Engliſb Barrel of 36 Gallons is ſold 
for 10 to 128. The Scors two-penny Alc is- | 
ſold to the Retailer in Scorland for a Mark 
Scors per Gallon, which is 13 d- + Exgli 4 
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to that the Scots Ale is fold for 13 8 4d. 
Stevl. per Barrel Engliſh Meaſure at Edin- 
burgh, and in ſome Places cheaper, 

Now all the Queſtion turns upon this 
N.cety, whither 3 5. 6 d. Duty ſhall be de- 
manded of the Scots for the Difference of 
i 5. 4d. per Barrel, in the Price or Value 
ot the Driak. 

[c is plain, here the ſt:ong Beer pays no 
more than 4 5. $4. tho' it bz made of double 
Strength, and ſhould ſel} for double Price, 

By the ſame Proportion, all Beer or Ale, 
tho' ſomething above the Rate of [mall Beer, 
ought not to pay as ftrong Beer, unleſs it 
bear ſome Proportion to the Price and 
Goodneſs of ſtrong This is ſo evident, 
that one Clauſe in an Aa of Parliament ia 
Scotland to explain it, and ſtate the Propor- 
tion, will make it effeQually ealiez nor will 
England ſcruple a thing of tv much Juſtice. 

Either the Beer muſt pay, as ſmall Beer 
in England pays, Which is neareft the Pro- 
portion, or there will be a middle Rate 
ftated, proportion'd to its Advancement 1n 
Value above the (mall Beer. 

Our Englifh AA of Parliament confines 
the Word {mall Beer to 6s. Beer, and yet 
*tis ſold for 125. and the Exciſe not rais'd ; 
and it cannot be feared, that it ſhould be 
called ftrong Beer in Scorland for fo ſmall a 
Difference. 


Again, let us take it another Way, and 


it ſells for leſs than the Engliſh mall Beer, 
as follows. 

The Engliſh (mall Bcer at 12s. per Bar- 
rel, take the Exciſe off, (c11s to the Brewer 
for 105. $9 d. 

The Scors Ale pays 24. per Gallon Scots 
Meaſure, which is 2 5+ per Barrel, and is 
therefore Neat to the Brewer 11 $5. 44. ot 
of which they pay tothe City of Elinturgh 
another Duty of 1 s. 4d. per Barrel; if ia 
the Country the City Tax is not paid, then 
the Ale is iv1d cheaper ; lo that every Way 
the Brewer in Scorland has very little, it 
any thing, more ior his Alr, than vur Brew: 
ers have tor their i:n2ll Beer. 

It cannot therefore pay as firong Bzer 
that would be expreſiy againft the Treaty 
of Equaliicy, lay they, it muſt either then 
be brovght to an exatt Calculaticen, or a 
Clawie may be form'd to allow the Brewer 


in Scotland to brew his Ale into Rrong and 
ſmall, as in England, and then reduce them 
into one Head of midling Ale by a Mix- 
ture, the ſaid Mixcuze to b» reftrin'd by 
AQt of Parliament, 

Mixtures are entirely diſz}low'd in 
England, \ays the Oof-tor, and y.u can- 
not expett them in Scorland ; becauſe jr 
would be ſubjetting the whole Excile i1 
Br1t418 tO unulual and indeed innnmerabt!c 
Contufions, they have been avoided as t.- 
back Doors to let in all Manner of Fraud: 
which the Fxciſe-Office has bezn ſo many 
Years warding againft, have obtained {5 
many Clauſes, Atts aad Amendmen:. 
againft, and ſuch Pains and Penalties upor. 

The proper Remedy tor this, and which 
the Parliament of Scotland ſeem enclin'd to 
ſtand upon, is built on the Juſtice of th= 
Treaty, Y/7. That the Subjects ſhall pay 
equal Taxes, and enjoy equal Privileges 
with one another ; and upun this the Scale 
of Proportion is the moſt juſt M-thod to go 
by, and by that Scale the tollowing Propotal 
has been thought of there, Viz. That there 
be a Claute, by way of Explanation, made 
in this Form, 

And whereas the ſeveral Duties.of Exciſe 
in Eyrgland are levied only on two Deno- 
minations of Beer and Ale, (Y;z,) on (mall 
and ſtrong, the ſaid Denominations being 
rated by the Value, that is to ſay, Small Beer 
ſold by the common Brewer at 65. per Bar- 
re] excluſive of the Exciſe, and commonly 
call'd 6 s. Bzer, and ftrong Beer or Ale ſcld 
by the common Brewer at 20s. per Barrel 
and upwards incluſive of the Exciſe. 

And whereas the Ale or Drink commo1ly 
call'd Two-Pepny Ale in Scorland, and 
which is fold by the common Brewer at 
6 5G 4, Sterl, fer Bgrrel Engliſh Meaſure 
ex.lnive of the Exciſe, cannot by a juft 
Proportion ve efteem'd as ftrong Beer or 
Ale within the Meaning cf the ſeveral Lats 
or Exciſe now 1a Force in Englard, as not 
coming up to near the Value of the ſaid 
Drink, called ftrong Diiok commonly fuld 
tor 15s, 34. ver Varrel in England exciu- 
hve of the ſaid Exciſe. 

The Eiftates, Tr. Enaft, that the ſaid 
Ale call'd two-p+nny Ale, and {o much of 
of it only as ſhall bz fold by the common

To back this, they tell us, the Party a- 
22ink it there are firong and numerous,they 
are too many out of the Houle, and too 
curn ag in itz they carry their Points by 
Silence and Management, and it they can 
clog the Treaty, ſvas to make it unhe for 
England to cloſe with it, they do their Wor k 
23 well, and better, than it che Mob had 
done it tor for them. 

L ſhall not run on here to enlarge upon 
theſe Rhodomontades, they are, 'tis true, 
the Language, the Hopes, and the only 
remainiug Proſpetts of thoſe that aim at the 
Deftruion of the Union— But I ſhall in a 
few Word daſh all this new erettcd Fabrick 
to peices, by tclling you, ſaving my pre- 
judging the Parliament of England as to 
rheir Opinion : I ze nothing ia all the A- 
mendments made to the Treaty in Scor/and, 
that is any thing difficult for Englend to 
grant, thatbr-aks in upon the Trade of ei- 
ther Nation, or that makes a Rupture in 
the Article of Equallities.

perhaps they will find them cicher not cor: 
Iideradle in their Conſrquences, or very 
reaſonable in their Natuie— And it theic 
ewo Heads or eicher of them bz conitder'd, 
believe, every huneſt Man will wiſh acd 
hope for buth Kingdoms, that in a Matter 
of tuch Con:cqueace as this 1s, neither Side 
will lay great Screts upon Matters inconti- 
derable or unrealonable. 

Thus far in general upon the Head of 
Alterations,it is aot for me to under:ake tha 
Reaſons or Ameadmeats pals'd ; but per- 
haps I may a little undertake to examiee ; 
whether the Mountains, fume would raiſe 
from thein, are ſo ligriticanc, as they would 
have us believe.
